— Striking Pennsylvania coal 
miners returned to work today, 
but in West Virginia, hotbed of 
a wildcat strike that has idled 
60.000 miners in Appalachia, 
there was no end in sight to the

HERNANDO, Miss 
(U PI) — A young w om an was 
killed and eight other persons seriously injured today 
when seven gasoline storage tanks exploded, authorities 
said 
The body of what ap p eared to be a teen aged girl was 
found in the ch a rre d rubble of a sm all fra m e house 
across the Illinois C entral Gulf Railroad trac k s from the 
gasoline storage facility, which is owned by the Chevron 
Oil Com pany. 


The house and a vacant one next door exploded and 
burned after flam ing gasoline flowed under the railroad 
tracks and into the hom es 
Three adults and five 
children w ere taken to a M emphis hospital w here they 
were reported in serious condition 
N am es of the dead and injured w ere not im m ediately 
available. 
The first explosion occurred about 3:15 a rn 
when 
tank truck d riv er Bobby W ashburn w as overcom e by 
gasoline fum es while em ptying his truck into a storage 
tank. Authorities said the tank overflowed and the 
spilled gasoline ignited W ashburn escaped with minor 
injuries and later returned to help fight the fire 
W itnesses said the seven storage tanks along the main 
street through the city exploded one by one The flam es 
ignited 
propane cylinders and burned 
six 
propane 
delivery trucks at the adjoining Desoto G as Com pany. 
A mobile hom e park near the gasoline sto rag e facility 
was evacuated a fte r the first explosion but residents 
w ere allowed to retu rn to their hom es about daw n 
The initial explosions knocked out electrical service to 
m uch of H ernando and prevented firefighters from 
effectively com batting the blaze. 
Firefighting units from surrounding com m unities and 
from M em phis arriv e d shortly after the first explosions. -

’’Busing” may be a dirty word 
to some people, especially this 
time of year, but it’s a delight 
to Jim Ladd of Williamsburg 
and the men who drive for him. 
I>add acts as an agent for 
delivery of school fuses for the 
Wayne Corp., which makes the 
bodies at Richmond. Technical­ 
ly, he does not employ the 
drivers, but he schedules the 
trips they make. 
Ladd, 44. calls all the drivers 
his “ boys,” although all are at 
least 21 and some are his senior 
by 
decades.

This past week I have been reading two books that are 
exceptionally well written but they a re about subjects that 
I am very unfamiliar. 
The first book “The Go-Go Y e a r s ” by John Brooks is a 
lively exploration of Wall Street during the 1960’s. These 
were the years when the price of common stocks zoomed 
and there was a great new m arket for the small investor. 
It was also the years for the Mutual Funds, the year of 
large companies consolidating into conglom erates, the 
years of block trades and block positioning by institutions. 
It is fascinating book and m akes me realize more and 
more how wise I was not to have been involved The story 
follows through to the 1970’s when one man saw the value 
of his stocks dimmish som e four hundred million dollars 
during a single D ay! (F a rm in g is much less a g a m b le !) 
The second book is “ The F ox fire Book” edited by Eliot 
Wigginton The contents w ere collected and put together 
almost entirely by high school students. Mr. Wigginton 
was a teacher in A ppalachia, God s Country as they say 
there He took a job in a 240 pupil Rabun Gap-Naeoochee 
School where he was to teach English, geography, and 
had about ten other responsibilities. To gain and hold the 
attention of those students he decided to throw away the 
text book and have the .students start a magazine 
The students went home and talked to their relatives 
and from these conversations grew the story of how to 
dress a hog 
The w eather signs, the old superstitions, 
some of the interviews were taped and other written after 
the interview. 
Three choices were subm itted for the name of the book 
when all the interview s and themes were compiled The 
students voted for “ fo xfire ” which is a tiny organism that 
glows in the dark and is frequently seen in the Applachia. 


The problem is that there as here, primitive art is 
handed down by word of mouth from generation to 
generation When the older generation is gone, there will 
be no magnificent hunting tales, ghost stories, and the art 
of survival, building log cabins, canning chairs, planting 
and harvesting a s it was done before mechanical farm ing 
took over. 
The work that was done is very sim iliar to the work 
which is now being done in Rush County by Al Hodge. 
These artifacts, tapes, and photographs which were 
collected for “ Foxf ire ” w ere given the local museum. The 
students learned lay-out, make-up, art, cover designs, and 
the selection of m anuscripts. It also brought together the 
two generations. The older generation had something to 
tell about self reliance, human independence, and pride. 
The “ Foxfire” book is written in dialect just as it was told. 
One chapter is devoted to the identification of wood, how 
to build a split rail fence, m ake a hickory mallet, build a 
log cabin, lathe a roof, or build a chimney. Other chapters 
describe how to cure and sm oke a hog, dress and cook 
wild animals such as bear m eat, groundhog, coon, or 
deer. There a re hunting tales, snake lore, faith healing, 
and recipes for drying and preserving food. 
Last weekend the book 
was followed for making 
sourkraut the prim itive way. The roommate hacked our 
large cabbage heads with a m eat cleaver, and put the 
layers of cabbage and salt in a ten gallon pottery ja r . He 
covered the top with clean grape leaves, a plate, a clean 
stone, and covered the whole w ith layers of white cheese 
cloth It is not ageing in the yard and is supposed to stand 
ten days or as long as needed to get the right flavor. Old­ 
timers there would also put the chopped cabbage in the 
churn, and then when it was ready, bring the kraut to a 
boil and put in ja rs.

The Court of Appeals Thurs­ 
day ruled the fair board cannot 
directly operate an ice skating 
rink but that state agencies can 
operate m oney-m aking enter­ 
prises even though they are in 
competition with private busi­ 
ness if they com e within the 
scope of authority given by the 
legislature. 
The com plicated ca se specifi­ 
cally concerns the question of 
whether the board can operate 
a skating rink and skate rental 
shop located in the Coliseum at 
the Indiana Fairgrounds 
The 
rink 
has 
been 
a 
source 
of 
revenue to keep the fairgrounds 
functioning and provide facili­ 
ties for the annual fair. 
However the Hockey Corpora­ 
tion of Am erica, which operates 
two skating 
rinks 
in 
in 
the 
Indianapolis a re a , filed a suit 
May 22, 1973, alleging that the 
rink operated by the fair board 
constituted 
“ unfair 
competi 
hon” with private enterprise 
and violated its constitutional 
rights to equal protection under 
the law 
The private company 
obtained an injunction against 
the fair board but the board got 
a stay which perm itted it to 
keep on running the ice rink. 
The trial co u rt’s decision in 
favor of the Hockey Corpora­ 
tion was partially upheld and 
partially reversed by the state 
court. 
The Court of Appeals, in an 
opinion 
written 
by 
Judge 
Patrick 
I) 
Sui .van, 
said 
“a 
private corporation 
operating 
under a general ch a rter from 
the state and without benefit of 
some particular protective or 
regulatory authority of law has 
no legally recognizable right to 
freedom from lawful com peti­ 
tion ...a governm ental 
agency 
may, in the a b ie n c e of some 
prohibitory statutory or consti­ 
tutional 
provision, 
engage in 
lawful competition with private 
concerns." 
“ In the event that com m er­ 
cial competition from govern­ 
ment be deemed undesirable, 
redress

other branches of government 
which may properly give voice 
to and implement such public 
policy," the opinion said.

W ASHINGTON (U P I) - Fed 
eral food stamp officials will 
soon 
release 
a 
semi-annual 
report showing that the number 
of food stamps distributed by 
mistake in the last half of 1974 
had declined 
Government sources said the 
report was expected to show 
that about 20 per cent of the 
food 
stamp 
"bonus dollars" 
were issued as the result of 
errors. Last spring, in a report 
covering the first half of 1974, 
officials found 23.2 per cent of 
stamp 
aid 
had 
been 
paid 
because of errors Both reports 
were based on samples drawn 
from nonwelfare families who 
must meet income, resources 
and other tests in order to 
qualify for food stamps. 
The study does not cover 
welfare families — who make 
up about 45 per cent of the 19.2 
million people now receiving 
stamps 
because their welfare 
status 
automatically 
makes 
them also eligible for stamps. 
In 
the 
report 
issued 
last 
March, officials estimated that 
18.2 per cent of the nonwelfare 
people in their survey sample 
were ineligible for the stamps 
they received The new survey 
is believed to show that about 
17.3 per cent were ineligible, a 
source said. 
Many of the families listed as 
ineligible, however, were count­ 
ed that way only because of 
technicalities which would not 
when corrected — affect 
their

to 
get 
stamps, 
experts said.
